pected to result next week in the in- 
troduction In the Virginia General As- 
sembly of several bills designed to 
protect waters In tho State from cast 
off fuel oil and other refuse. 
The national senate last week pass- 


ed a measure to protect coastal waters 
from tho same alleged menace and 
measures to be offered in the assem- 
bly are being drafted to conform with 
the proposed federal law. The anti- 
pollution bill was recommended by 
President Coolidge. 
For several years, Tidewater repre- 


sentatives have 
been 
studying the 


problem of saving oyster beds, fishing 
banks and 
bathing beaches which 


have been threatened by refuse oil 
from the rapidly increasing number of 
oil-burning ships. The Tidewater del 
egation is seeking support of the Pied- 
mont and Mountain few-makers in the 
legi&'lativp camp.ngn- 


One proposal, which is said to be a 


compromise between the Upland anti 
pollutionists and the Industrial inter- 
ests, according to a story published by 
the Richmond -News-Leader today. Is 
that the-assembly create ta "Board of 
Purification of Waters," which 
shall 


include as members the Commission- 


of Health, the Commissioner of 


Agriculture and the Commissionei -of 
Game and Inland Fisheries, and which 
shall have as its duties a study of the 
stream pollution 
situation, the 
en' 


forcement of general regulations to be 
prescribed and the arbitration of dif- 
ferences between the industrial inter- 
ests and the anti-pollutiomsts. 


"The work of this suggested board 


might be broadened to include super 
vision of coastal waters, or this detail 
might be put in the hands of some 
other bc-dy of control. 
"Present anti-stream pollution law,s 


are mainly designed to protect thjp 
rjublic health rather than fish," the 
story continues. 
"The laws prohibit 


the placing in streams of waste and 
refuse that might endanger lives. The 
proposed legislation is being planned 
to oo^er both public health and the 
protection of wild life. 
"Representatives of certain indus- 


trial interests are said to have refused 
to compromise on any legislation that 


may tighten anU-pollutlon regulations 
and prohibit mills, mines and factor* 
IPS from draining refuse Into streams. 
They are believed to have consider- 
able support in the assembly, and 
early in the session, It was apparent 
that stream ^ pollution would be th« 
center of a warm legislative fight.

amount of authority to the State 
Geogollcal Commission, but the broad- 
ening scope of the problem, has mads 
It appear to anti-pollutiohists that a 
separate bureau would be the best sO« 
lution," the &tory states.
